"I enlisted in Milford, X. H.. where 
I was then working, March 1st, this 
year. 
With other recruits I was

to Camp Green. Charlotte, 


X. C.. and I was in training there 
about nve weeks. 
At the end of that 


time, being a soldier in the 47th In- 
fantry. 4th Division, rny unit was -sent 
10 France. 
The trip to France took

We were three weeks in 


the rear of the front line trenches 
and then we

"The men of my company were two

two of my comrades.

it struck my hand and mangled it so 
I lost three

I was given 


first aid on the field by medical corps 
men but I had to walk five miles to 
a hospital. 


"I was cared for at three different 


hospitals In 'France, 
receiving 
the 


best of medical attendance and good 
nursing. 
1 was at the base hospital 


at Nantes and I heard Maj. Alexander 
of Philadelphia, 
who was in 
com- 


mand, say that he had made a prom- 
ise to himself that he would give 
tho first American boy brought in to 
his hospital suffering from a German 
bayonet wound 523. 
He said he had 


been on duty at that hospital two 
years and no German had in that 
time got close enough to an Amer- 
ican boy to spear him. 


"We need more stretcher bearers 


with our army in France and more 
doctors tor the medical corps. Basing 
my ideas on what I have personally 
seen, I 
say1 that I believe 
hun- 


dreds of American boys 
would he 


alive and would have been saved to 
return to their loved ones in Amer- 
ica, if we had had 
more 
stretcher 


bearers, fust aid men and doctors. 


"I know of one 
boy 
who 
was 


wounded in action. 
A day or so 


afterward he was^-picked up by two 
stretcher hearers and they started 
for the first aid station. 
On the 


way back the explosion of a shell in- 
stantly-killed the two stretcher bear- 
ers. 
He was of course let fall to 


the ground and remained three days 
insensible on the

dead man at his head and the other 
at his feet. 
I was at the hospital 


when he was brought in. 
I saw the 


army doctor work on him with rubber 
gloves.

"When we first went on the firing 


line, word spread among the Huns 
that Americans would not fire on the

soldiers. 
It was hard in fact to find 


a German without the Red Cross on 
him with the idea of its protecting 
him from our bullets.

"I recall that one day we saw two 


German stretcher bearers carrying 
stretcher on which apparently there 
was a body covered by a blanket.

Peanut furnish not 


only protein, but also fat in large 
quantities, and valuable flavors which 
render them ideal for combination with 
cereals and with fruits. 


Bananas are the most nourishing, 


digestible and delicious of foods. 
Be- 


cause of its very high starch content 
the banana should be considered as a 
good rather than as merely one species 


of fruit. 
Two pounds of ripe bananas 


at an average oust of 15 cents furnish 
nutriment^equal in vulue to one pound 
of beef. The banana is especially rich 
in mineral salts and iron.

Baked Bananas—Fill a shallow bak- 


ing dish with bananas cut in halves 
lengthwise.

1 teaspoonful of 
lemon juice. 1 teaspoonful of melted 
butter, 1 teaspoonful of corn sirup and 
a pinch of salt for-each banana.

Elaborating his announcement late 


yesterday that 
Mi n otto 
had 
talked 


with the utmost freedom in preparing 
a sworu statement for the use of tha 
French 
government in the 
prosecu- 


tion of Joseph Caillaux, former pre- 
mier, for high treason, Mr. Becker de- 
clared that Minotto's deposition 
was 


made voluntarily and with a desire to 
be of assistance, to the American and 
French governments. 
The deputy at- 


torney general expressed his belief that 
Mi not to never was a conscious agent 
of the German government and then 
interned as an enemy alien, was "whol- 
ly loyal to the United States." . . 


Minotto, who married a daughter of 


Ltouis Swift of Chicago, was in Argen- 
tina in 1915, as foreign representative 
of a New York bank. 
There, accord- 


ing to Mr. Becker, he naturally met 
the German, minister. Count von Lux- 
burg, as liiss bank's 
dealings, were 


largely with. . German 
financial 
and 


commercial institutions. When 
Cail- 


laux reached Buenos Aires on a spe- 
cial mission for th'e French govern- 
ment. Minotto also made his acquaint- 
ance. 


Subsequently he carried between Cail- 


laux and Luxburg oral messages relat- 
ing to the alleged conspiracy to restore 
Caillaux to power in Paris and align 
France with G'ermany in war against 
England and Russia.

on U. S. Tanker and Brit- 
ish and Norwegian Tankers 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, Oct. SO.—A 


torpedo and shell-lire alack by a Ger- 
man submarine, on an American tank- 
er, a British freighter and a Nor- 
wegian freighter, on Oct. 31, 700 miles 
from the French coast, in which the 
tanker stopped to engage and 
ap- 


parently outfought the U-boat.- was 
described 
by the crew of the Nor- 


wegian ship which arrived here today. 
The three vessels were traveling 


together, the Norwegian crew said, 
when the submarine made its pres- 
ence known by launching a torpedo 
at the. Britisher. 
The enemy 
then 


appeared on the surface and with two

the employment agent, the 
recipient 


will shortly be doing his talking' to 
Supt Welch.

Perhaps the recommendation which 
ill excite the most interest among 


working men and women is one that 
the law passed last year, permitting 
n.iured employes to he treated by 
:helr own physicians, shall" be re- 
pealed. 
On this matter, tho board 
expresses the opinion that the fam- 
Iy physicians of 
injured 
employes 


TPQtiently lack the experience which 
would permit them to treat certain 
dnds. of injuries with the best re- 
sults, and as a result complete re- 
covery of injured persons is retard- 
ed. 
Physicians 
employed 
by 
in- 


surance companies, on 
the 
other 


hand, deal almost exclusively with in- 
dustrial Injuries, and rapidly acrjuire 
jnst the sort of experience which is 
needed. 


Coupled with this recommendation, 


however, is another requiring the in- 
surance compani.es to provide medical 
treatment in every case so loni? as it 
may be needed, and also to furnish 
artificial limbs or other appurtenances 
when required. 
At present, the in- 


surance 
companies are required to 


pay hospital or medical hills only 
during the first two weeks of a per- 
son's incapacity. 


Another 
recommendation 
which 


will bo much discussed, and will have 
the 
enthusiastic. 
endorsement 
of 


workers, is that nothing .shall be done 
to lessen the right of compensation 
on the part of any injured employe 
whose injury may be traceable to 
pre-existing physical defect or dis- 
ease. 
It has been contended fiy some 


that men who come home from the 
war with one leg, for example, 
are 


by reason of the loss of a leg more 
susceptible 
to 
further 
injury, and 
that they may be denied 
employ- 


ment unless a law is passed. permit- 
ting them to waive their right to 
claim compensation in the event of 
subsequent injury. 
The board, how- 


ever feels that every man injured in 
industry is ontitlr-rl to receive the full 
compensation provided by the act, so 
long as his employment is the imme- 
diate cause of his incapacity. 
If 


other causes contribute to that Inca- 
pacity, the board feels, it is for the 
legislature to determine the method 
of distributing the financial respon- 
sibility, the hoard taking the ground 
simply that the injured man should 
be paid. 


The 
board does not 
recommend, 


nor oppose, an increase in the. maxi- 
mum benefit payable under the act, 
which is ?14 per week, hut not to 
exceed two-thirds of the usual wages 
of the injured per.sons. On this mat- 
fer the board takes the ground that 
it is for the legislature to determine 
what benefits should be, allowed, the 
hoard feeling that it fulfils iis duty 
when it calls to the Attention of the 
legislature the fact that, wages have- 
increased 
tremendously 
since 
the 


maximum was fixed, so that the $11 
does not at present bear the same re- 
lation as formerly either to the in- 
jured person's wage or to the cost of 
living. 


Other 
recommendations made hy 


the hoard are that dependents may 
recover 
for 
the 
incapacity of 
any 


supporting relative, even though such 
denondenlH arc not Hie next of kin; 
that reports of accidents, made hv 
I he injured person, 
m:iy be verbal; 


that the requirement that clahn ror 
compensation must be lljed williln six 


months may oe waived oy the board, 
unless it appears that the rights of 
the insurance company 
would 
be 


prejudiced by 
such . waivure; 
and 


that appeals may be made to the su- 
preme, judicial court from decisions 
of the hoard. 


Chairman Kennard and Mr. Dickin- 


son of the board object to this latter 
recommendation, and Mr. Parks of 
the board does not favor tho repeal 
of the present law permitting injured 
employes to select their own medical 
advisers.

AMSTERDAM, Tuesday, Oct. 29.— 


"When the German retirement in Bel- 
gian Flanders began, it was expected 
hat 250,000 refugees would seek safo- 
y in Holland. Up till Saturday night, 
however, only a small fraction of this 
number had arrived. 
At that 
time 


about 7000 had passed 
through 
the 


vlre (fates marking the Dutch-Belgian 
frontier. On Friday alone 4990 arrived. 
Ml but 13 were French people from 
the districts of Valenciennes, 
Douai, 


Cambrai and Quesnoy. 


There is no congestion as 
In 1914. 


when the mass of refugees from Bel- 
gium threatened to overwhelm the hur- 
riedly organized bands of willing help- 
ers. There has been time to organize at 
All frontier centers of the Dutch prov- 
inces of Brahent and 
Limbourg 
food 


depots in charge of committees co-op- 
erating with the 
Dutcii Red 
Cross. 


Doctors and nurses also were sent to 
the border and they are being assisted 
by Sisters of Mercy from the'convents 
in the southern provinces of Holland. 


Ro far there have been 
two 
main 


streams some 30 miles apart. One point 
of entry is where the Dutch provinces 
of Brabant.and Limbourg meet and the 
other 13 across the Mense river 
into 


Maastricht, the capital 
of Limbourg 


province. At these points the fugitives 
are registered by the military author- 
ities and must undergo a physical ex- 
amination. All the French spoke of the 
kindness of the Belgian 
people, who 


shared their food with them. 


The fatigues of the 
journey were 


too much for some of the 
travellers. 


The weaker ones died on the way and 
a few others succumbed 
soon 
after 


reaching the hospitable soil 
of Hol- 


land. 
Many refugees 
are 
suffering 


from grippe and bronchial ailections. 
The worst cases had been given imme- 
diate assistance at the nearest 
hospi- 


tals and convents, but the examining 
physicians say that the number of sick 
thus far has been lower than had beer 
anticipated. 


l\Iany pathetic incidents occurred 


during the march. 
Among the refu- 


gees reaching the Dutch border was a 
young mother with the body of her six 
months old babe clasped to ber breast. 
The babe had died four days previous- 
ly, but the mother refused to bury the 
body in soil held by the enemy. 
An 


old woman of Camhrni 
travelled 
for 


three weeks in a chair tied on a cart. 
Scarcely had she reached neutral soil 
when the cart overturned and she was 
killed. 


Repatriating the refugees to France 


through the liberated section of 
Bel- 


gium is not yet feasible as 
bridges 


have been blown up and the railways 
and tramways are in no condition for 
use. Meanwhile a scheme for repatria- 
tion by Eea is being considered.

'The men of my company wore two 


months constantly under shell tire. I 
was wounded on the morning of July

6.30 a shell exploded near ma killing 
.wo of my comrades. 
A splinter of 


it struck my hand and mangled it so 
I lost three

I was given 
pirst aid on the field by medical corps 
men but I had to walk five miles to 


hospital. 
'I was cared for at three different 


lospitals in France, 
receiving 
the 
best of medical attendance and good 
nursing. 
I was at the base hospital 


at Nantes and I heard Sin]. Alexander 
of Philadelphia, who was in com- 
nand, say that he had made a prom- 
se to himself that he would give 
the first American boy brought in to 
jis hospital suffering from a German 
bayonet wound $25. 
He said he had 


been on duty at that hospital two 
years and no German had in that 
.imo got close enough to an Amer- 
ican boy to spear him. 


"We need more stretcher bearers 


with our army in France and more 
doctors for the medical corps. Basing 
my ideas on what I have personally 
seen, I will say that I believe hun- 
dreds of American 
boys 
would be 


Alive and would have been saved to 
return to their loved ones in Amer- 
ca, if we had had 
more 
stretcher 


bearers, first aid men and doctor?

"T recall that one day we saw two 


German stretcher bearers carrying a 
stretcher on which apparently there 
was a body covered by a blanket. 
Ope man stumhlr-d his foot and it 
shook enough of the covering off so 
that wo could see njirt of a ma- 
chine gun.. They had been employed 
to carry it to another position un- 
der protection
